Is the Reign of her late Majeſty Queen Ame, 
ſeveral eminent and worthy Merchants, conſider- 
the Education of the Poor under a better Regu- 
lation; and moved with Compaſſion for the 
many innocent Children who were daily expoſed 
to Miſery and Deſtruction, to erect an 
Hoſpital in or near London, tor the Reception of 
ſuch Infants as either the Misfortunes or Inhu- 
manity of their Parents ſhould leave deſtitute of 
Support, and to employ them in ſuch a Man- 
ner, as to make them fit for the moſt laborious 
Offices and loweſt Stations. 

From the Succeſs which had attended Inſtitu- 
tions of this ** in other Countries, they 
hoped not onl a proper Reliet might be 

ided for their Maintenance, but a the 
Publick would be abundantly repaid by their 
Labor and Induſtry, for whatever ſhould be 
contribured to their Support. 
A Subſcription was therefore propoſed and a 
Charter folicited for the erecting ſuch an Hoſpital. 
Nevertheleſs it was at that Time ſuſpended by 
Means of ſome ill grounded Prejudices, that ſuch 
an Undertaking might ſeem toencourage Perſons 
in Vice, by making too eaſy Proviſion for their 
illegitimate Children. This Suff might 
have totally defeated ſo ufeful and laudable 
a Deſign, had not ſome of thoſe worthy Perſons 
t proper, in their Wills, to give large 
Benefactions to be paid to ſuch an Hoſpital, io 
foon as it ſhould be erected. This coming to 
the Notice of Mr. Themas Coram, a Maſter of 
a Ship in the Merchants Service, he left that 


Service 
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Service to ſolicit a Charter for the Eſtabliſhment 
of this Charity, being induced thereto, by his 
well known Zeal for the Publick, and the ſhock- 
ing he had ſeen of innocent Children, 
who had been murdered and thrown upon Dung- 
hills. 

Hz was adviſed before he prefented any Peti- 
tion to his Majeſty, to procure a Recommenda- 
tion of the Deſign from ſome Perſons of Quality 
and Diſtinction, which he accordingly ſolicited 
with unwearied Diligence and Aſſiduity, and ob- 
tained the following Memorial which was ſigned 
by the Ladies, whoſe Names are therein menti- 
oned. This ought to be had in Venera- 
tion by the Publick, as well as by the Children 
and their Poſterity, whoſe Lives have been thus 


happily preſerved.

WE, whoſe Names are under-written, being 
deeply touched with C for the Suffer- 
ings and lamentable Condition of ſuch poor a- 
bandon'd helpleſs Infants, as well as the enor- 
mous Abufes and Miſchiefs to which they are ex- 
poſed, and in order to ſupply the Government 
plentifully with uſeful Hands on many Occafi- 
ons; and for the better producing good and 
faithful Servants from amongſt the poor and 
miſerable caſt-off Children or Foundlings, now a 
Peſt to the Publick, and a cha le Nuiſance 
within the Bills of Mortality; and for ſettling a 
ly Income for their Maintenance and proper 
Education till they come to a fit Age for Service; 
ars defirous to enc » and willing to contri- 
bute towards erecting an Hoſpital tor Infants 
whom their Parents are not able to maintain, 
and who have no Right to any Pariſh; which we 
conceive will not only prevent many horrid 
Murders, Cruelties, and other Miſchiefs, and 
be greatly beneficial to the Publick, but wiil 
alſo be acce God Almighty, as being the 
only Remedy of ſuch great Evils, which have 
been ſo long neglected, tho' always complained 
of;

Directions were given to the Treaſurer, to en-

which Time 30 Children were in, two 
wet Nurſes only being then and 
dry Nurſes for the other Children.

Trar eminent and Phyſician Sir Hans 
Sloane, in a Letter which he ſent to the Com- 
mittee of this Hoſpital, among many other uſe- 
ful Obſervations, takes Notice, that of Thirty 
Children taken in the 25/6 of March, 1741, 
two were put to wet Nurſes, of which neither 
died in the Year ; whereas of Twenty-cight put 
to dry Nurſes, fifteen died; that of Thirty ad- 
mitted April 17th, 1741, ſeven were put to wet 
Nurſes, of which one only died; w 
Twenty-three put to dry Nurſes, eleven di 
and of Thirty more taken in, 
1741, ſeventeen were put to wet 
whom four died; thirteen to dry 
whom eight died; and Sir Hans in 
Letter, | that he had for fifty 
ſerved, that of three Infants bred wi 
what he or eds cont Goin debt. 

Tae Committee alſo obſerved, that of the 


pital ; viz. of the 136 Children taken in, eigh- 
ty were ſent into the Country, of which 
twenty- nine died in the Year; fifty-ſix were 
kept in Town, of which, forty-five died in 
the Year.

Tux 2d Wedneſday in May, 1746, the Gover- 
nors being deſirous the Children ſhould be educa- 
ted by Perſons well affected to our preſent hap- 
py Conſtitution, ordered that all Perſons em- 
ployed by the Hoſpital ſhould take the Oaths 
to the Government.

February 25th, 1746, at the Requeſt of ſeve- 
ral Governors, a new Subicription-Roll was 
opened for the Benefit of the Holpital, which is 
on Parchment duly ſtampt, in the following 
Words.

PARTICULAR Care was taken in erecting the 
Building, that it ſhould be commodious, plain, 
and ſubſtantial, without any coſtly Decorations :

About the ſame Time the Earl Marſhal of 
England was pleaſed to honour the C 
with a Grant of a Coat of Arms; the Kings 
Arms and Officers of the Herald's Office bei 3 
fo charitable as to remit all the Fees. 

Amongſt 
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Amongſt other conſiderable Benefactions made 
to this Hoſpital, and to the Publick by its 
Means, is to be eſteemed a Letter from Dr Ca- 
dogun now Phyſician to the Hoſpital, which was 
communicated to the Governors, giving Inſtruc- 
tions for the Nurſing and Management of Chil- 
dren from their Birth to three Years of Age; 
which Letter has been ſince publiſhed with his 
Permiſſion, by Order of the Committee, by 7. 
Roberts in Warwick-Lane, and contains many 
natural and uſeful Obſervations. 

On the firſt of May, 1747, the firſt Scone of 
the Chapel was laid in the Preſence of many 
Perſons of Diſtinction; on which Stone was a 
Copper-plate with an Inſcription mentioning the 
Time when it was laid, and a large Collection 
was made for carrying on that neceſſary

In November, 1748, the Governors obſerving

this Purpoſe; which Committee having received 
and examined the ſeveral Propoſals made to them, 
reported that the manufacturing of Hemp and 
Flax into - Twine, ſmall Cordage, Lines, 
hſhing and other Nets, was the moſt pro- 

Manufacture for the Employment of the 
ys: In Purſuance of which the General Com- 


mittee reſol ved that a Tryal be made in employ- 
ing the Boys in the manufacturing of _— 
ng 
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being laborious and to be 


performed in the 
Air, and in every Reſpect conſiſtent with their 
Deſtination to Navigation and Huſbandry; and 
alſo in employing them in the Garden aud Bu- 
ſineſs of the Houſe, according to their Strength 
and Capacity. 

The Committee alto reſolved, that the Girls 
ſnould be inſtructed and employed in all Sorts 
of Houſhold Work in the Kitchen, Laundry, 
and Chambers, to make them fit for Service; 
and alſo in ſewing, knitting, and ſpinning; and 
ii more than ſufficient for theſe Purpoſes, the 
reſt to be employed in winding Silk, or making 
Nets. 

On the 29th of March, 1749, the General 
Court being informed of the Increaſe of Bene- 
factions to this Charity, and of the Number of 
Children, and that it was proper the Boys ſhould 
be kept leparate from the Girls, gave Directions 
for building the other Wing ot the Hoſpital, 
and referred it to the Committe: to carry on that 
Work as ſoon as poſſible.

He is to make out and deliver to the Trea- 
ſurer, Rentals of the Eſtate of the Hoſpital, to- 
gether with an Account of all Arrears of Rent: 
he is to collect the Rents of the Tenants as they 
become payable, and to give Receipts in his own 
Name, expreſfing the ſame to be on account of 


the Hoſpital, for ſuch Sums as he ſhall receive; 
to | 
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to make proper Entries of ſuch Receipts, in the 
Books ot the Hotpital, and to pay over the 
Money to the Treaturer. 

He is to keep the Treafurer's Book, and an 
Account of all Payments made by the Treaſurer 
to the Steward, and to Tradeſmen, and to receive 
and pay fuch Sums as the Treaſurer ſhall direct; 
the Treaſurer ſigning proper Receipts for ſuch 
Sums as he ſhall direct to be fo received. Bur 
the Clerk ſhall not give any Receipt in his own 
Name (except for Rents) nor ſhall any other 
Receipt ſigned by the Clerk be a Diſcharge for 
any Sum due to this Hoſpital, the Clerk being 
only authoriſed to receive ſuch Sums as the 
Treaſurer ſhall direct.

$ 1. Of the SerRvanTs of the THozpirari. 


L L Officers, Nurſes, and Servants, who 
are employed in this Hoſpital, are to be 
Ferions of good Characters, and unincumbered 
with families; they are to profeſs the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and to take the Oaths to the 
Government, if required. They are diligently 
to attend their reſpective Buſineſſes, and not in- 
terrupt ether Servants, or interfere with them. 
They are to avoid all contention with their 
Fellow- Servants, and to behave with due Re- 
ſpect to thoſe placed over them. If they find 
themſelves 1li-troated or injured, they are to 
complain to the Committee, and not to particu- 
lar Governors. 


They are not to be waſteful of the Proviſion 


of the Hoſpital, nor of any Thing committed 


to their Charge. 

They ace not to game, or drink ſpirituous Li- 
quors, or have any ſuch in their Cuſtody, nor 
to atk, or take, any Fee, or Reward, on any 
Pretence whatſoever, but only the Wages or an- 
nu] Gratuity, allowed them under pain of 
being immediately diſcharged. 

When they are ſick, they are taken care of in 
the Infirmary, cr otherwiie, as the Committee 


Every 
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Every Perſon applying to be a Servant in the 
Hoſpital, is acquainted, that Servants are to be 
paid Wages, only to the reſpective days of their 
Diſcharge ; that they may be diſcharged without 
warning; and are not to demand any Certifi- 
cate, or written Character, when diſcharged ; 
and Care is taken, at the Time of hiring the 
common Servants, that they have a good Chara- 
cter, are in Health, have had the Small-pox, and 
do not exceed the Age of forty Years. 


$ 2. Of the PrEAcnEss. 


The Preachers are to be appointed by the 
Treaſurer, and to have a Guinea for each Sermon. 

The Reader is to have a Salary of 40 J. per 
Annum. He is to read Prayers in the Chapel on 
Sundays, at Eleven in the Morning, and Five in 
the Evening, and at ſuch other Times as the 
Committee ſhall appoint ; to beptize and bury 
the Children of the Hoſpital, and to ſign the 
Certificates of Baptiſms and Burials : he is to ca- 
techize the Children publickly, in the After- 
noons, during the Summer Seaſon, and privately 
in the Winter. 

He is to explain the Catechiſm publickly to 
the Children, for twelve Sundays ſucceſſively 
every Year, beginning on the firſt Sunday in 
May, and diligently to inſtruct them in the 
Principles of the Chriſtian Religion and the 
Duties of Morality. 

The Chapel-Clerk, and the Meſſengers who are 


to officiate as Vergers, have proper Gowns pro- 
vided for them.

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$ 3- Of the MasTER, or OVERSEER of the Bors. 


He is to be a Perſon of unblemiſhed Charac- 
ter, and not too far advanced in Years, and to 
be unincumbered with a Family. He reſides 
conſtantly in the Hoſpital; he obſerves ſtrictly the 
Behaviour of the Children, as well at their Hours 
of Play, and at Meals, as at the Time of their 
Labour and ing : he is conſtant at Divine 
Service, and takes care that te Children be- 
have decently and reverently ; he reads fuch 
Prayers in the School, — and Evening, 
to the Children, as ſhall be ordered by the 
Committee. 


He allo teaches the Boys to read, and ſuch | 


cf them to write, as ſhall be ordered by the Com- 
mittee ; he ſees that the Perſons employed to 
inſtruft the Children in making Twine, or Nets, 
or any other Labour or Manufacture, 

their Duty with proper Decency and Sobriety, 


and that the Children be induſtrious in fuch Em- 
ployments, and punifhes all Neglects of Duty, 
Immorality, or Miſbehaviour in the Children;

The Steward is to be of unblemiſhed Charae- 
ter, diligent, ſober, and a good Accomprant.

He is to confine himſelf entirely to the Buſi- 
neſs of the Hoſpital, and never to be abſent from 
it without Leave of the General Committee, Pre-

He has the immediate Direction of the 
Men Servants belonging to the Hoſpital, the 
Care of providing Utenſils, Proviſions, and 
other Neceſſaries, according to the Orders of the 
General Committee, or other Committee ap- 
pointed for ſuch Purpoſes.

The Porter is to reſide in the Hoſpital ; to 
attend the Gate from Six in the Morning till

from Michaelis to Lady-Day ; to keep the Gate 


ſhut, and not to ſuffer any of the Children to 


go out, or any idle Perſons to remain about 
the Holpital.

when particular Orders are given to the contrary

The Watchmen are to attend the Hoſpital, from 
Six in the Evening to Seven in the Morning, from 
Michaelmas to Lady-Day ; and from Lady-Day 
to Michaelmas, from Eight in the Evening till 
Six in the Morning. 

The Porter and Watchmen are to carry the 
ſick Children to the Infirmary, at ſuch Hours 
and in ſuch Manner as they ſhall be directed by 
the Treaſurer, Steward, or Matron. 

The Porter and Watchmen are to take 
care that no Moleſtation be given without 
Doors, to any Perſons who bring Children, 

coming to or returning from the Ho-

Regulations for Managing the Hoſpital. 


$. 7. Of the MESSENGERS. 


They are to reſide in the Hoſpital :—- 

To give 2001. Security each for their Fidelity: 
to attend as Door-keepers, at all Mettings of the 
Governors, in their General Courts or Committees: 


to attend the Chapel as Vergers to open the 
Pews in Times of Divine-Service : to aſſiſt at 
the Reception of Children, and at ſuch other 
Times, and on ſuch Occaſions, as they ſhall be 


ordered by the Governors. 

They are to deliver all Summonſes, to go on 
Meſſages, and carry ſuch Things as any Go- 
vernor, or the Secretary, Steward, or Matron 
mall direct. 


$. 8. Of the Marko. 


No Perſon can be elected to this Office, whofe 
Age ſhall exceed Fifty Years. 

She reſides in the Houſe; has the immediate 
Care of the Nurſes, Children, and Female Ser- 
vants ; fees that proper Food be provided for the 


Children; and has the Cuſtody and Care of all 


Linen, Wearing-Apparel, Bedding and Furni- 
ture, and of all things neceſſary for the Female 


Servants; and delivers the ſame to them re- 


ſpectively, as Occaſions require. 


She receives from the Steward, the Cloath- 
ing for the Children of the Houſe; keeps a 
particular Account thereof, delivers it to the 


3 Nurſes; and takes care they account 
it, 


She 
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She delivers to the chief Receiving Nurſe the 
Cloathing for the Children ſent into the Country, 
made up by her in proper Bundles. 

She viſits the Children frequently ; and if 
any Child is in Danger of Death before it has 
been baptized, ſhe gives Notice to the Reader or 
Chaplain of the Hoſpital. 

She attends to the Behaviour of every Nurſe; 
and does not permit them to go out of the 
Houſe, or to receive Viſits, but on reaſonable 
Occaſions; and then, not in their Chambers, 
but in the Servants Hall only. 

She directs the Adminiſtration of ſuch Me- 
dicines as ſhall be prepared by the Apothecary, 
and put under her Care; and is careful of the 
Sick in the Infirmary, and ſees that the Chief 
Nurſe and other Nurſes there are attentive to 
their Duty: She alſo ſees the dead Children de- 
cently buried ; acquaints the Committee with 
the particular Circumſtances and Time of their 
Death ; and atteſts the Regiſter of Burial of 
ſuch as die in the Houſe. 

She Inventories of all Things commit- 
ted to her Care, in ſuch Manner as the General 
Committee directs ; and when new Furniture is 
wanting, or Repairs of the old, ſhe acquaints the 
Committee therewith. 

She alſo gives Information to the Treaſurer 
or Committee of all ſuch Diſorders in the Hoſpi-

She reſides in the Lodge appointed for the 
Reception of Children.

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She attends conſtantly at the Receipt of Chil- 
dren, and takes Care none be received above the 
Age appointed by the General Court : She ac- 
quaints the Receiving-Clerk, when any Child is 
received, that it may be immediately num- 
bered and regiſtered. 

She is careful in examining Children as 
ſoon as received, to ſee if they to have

$ x3. Of the NuxsEs of the Warps. 


The Hoſpital is divided into Wards, each 
Ward to be "ks the Charge of a Nurſe, who 
takes care that it be kept exactly clean. / 

No Nurſe is to be taken into the Service of 
the Hoſpital, who has any Child of her own, or 
$ above the Age of forty Years, or who has not 
had the Small-Pox. 

They are to keep the Children neat and clean; 
to ſce them dreſſed and undreſſed; to take care 
they riſe and go to Bed at the proper Hours; to 
attend them at their Meal- times, and at Chapel, 
and to take care they behave decently and re- 
verently ; to aſſiſt in mending their Cloaths, 
and to teach them their Prayers, Catechiſm, and 
to read. 

They are accountable for the Linen and 
Cleaths of the Children, of their reſpective 
Wards, delivered to them. 

They are to give the Children the Medicines 
which they receive from the Apothecary or Ma- 
tron, and no other. 

It any Nurle give any ſtrong Liquor or Opi- 
ate to any Child, or has ſuch in her Cuſtody, 
he will be immewaicly diſcharged, and render- 
ed tor ever incapable of ſerving the Hoſpital ; 
the ſame, it ſne permits any Child under her 

e to drink Tea or Coffcc. 
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$. 14. Of the MisTrEssEs. 


For the Government of the Girls, who are 
about ſix Years old, a Miſtreſs for cach Ward 
is provided. 

Theſe Miſtreſſes teach the Girls to wort, 
knit, ſpin, or ſuch other Works as arc proper 
for their Age; and alſo to read and to write 
when required. 

They alſo teach them their Prayers, and 
Catechiſm, and inſtruct them in the Duties 
of Religion and Morality. They take care the 
Children are diligent and induſtrious, 2nd that 
they always behave with Decency and Mndeſty, 
and with due Reverence at the Times of Divine 
Service. 

That the Childrens Perſons, Cloathing, and 
Wards, be kept neat and clean; and that due 
Care is taken of their Cloathing, and allo of 
the Furniture of their Wares. 

Each Miſtreſs has a Maid-ſervant . under 
her, to aſſiſt in Keeping the Children near, 
and with the Help of the Children themtclves 
to keep the Ward clean, and in order; and ra 
do all ſuch other neceſſary Work as is wanting. 


F. 15. Of the Care of the Stex. 


For the Care of the Sick, an Infirmary 18 
prepared at a proper Diſtance trum the £106 ital: 
There are two Phviicians, two Sur; geOns, an 
Apothecary, a chief Nuri, and other Nu: is 
appointed to attend it. In the Infirmary an 
Apothecary's Shop is fitting up, for proper 
Drugs, Neceſſarics, and NMrdicines, lich ure 
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red the Apothecary, according to a 
| ane. which was formerly made for that 
Purpoſe by the late Learned Dr. Mead, and has 
fince been approved, with ſome Additions, by 
the Phylicians of the Hoſpital. 

The Infirmary is divided into Wards, for 
the Inoculation of the Small- Pox, or other 
infectious Diſtempers, and for common Pa- 
tients. The Nurſes attending each are kept 
leparate, to t the Communication of any 
Infection; and the Childrens Cloaths who have 
had the Small-Pox, or other infectious Diſtem- 
per, are carefully aired, cleanſed, and ſmoked 
with Brimſtone, before they are uſed again. 

The Phyſicians and are deſired to 
viſit the Infirmary alternately ; ſo that one Sur- 


No Limb is to be taken off, without giving 
Notice to all the Phyſicians and Surgeons to 
attend. 


As 4 Number of newy-born poor Infants, and 
ethers, in a deplorable State, are ſent in, the 
Treatment of whom requires the utmaſt Care, it 
is intended to build an Infirmary adjoining to the 
Hoſpital, in ſuch a manner as will be moſt effefiual 
in the End propoſed. 
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16. Of the Apothecary. 


The Apothecary is to attend at the Hours ap- 
pointed for the Meeting of the Phyſician and 
Jurgeon. He is to take care that the Drugs and 
Chymical Preparations are bought at the beſt 
H inds, and properly compounded, according to 
the DireX'ons of the Phyſicians ; but not to 
ſell Medicines to the Hoſpital. If any of the 
Nurſes or Attendants of the Infirmary neglect 


their Duty, he is to — 
therewith. 


He is to enter in a Book all Medicines | 
each Child in the Infirmary, and the Occafion 
thereof. On the Death of any Child, if it be 
thought neceſſary by the Phyſicians or Surgeons, 
it may be z and in ſuch Caſe, the Obſer- 
vations ariſing thereon are to be entered by the 
Apothecary in the ſame Book. 


He is to have a Salary, and to reſide in the

17. Of the Chief Nurſe of the Infirmary. 


The Chief Nurſe of the Infirmary is to give 
conſtant Attendance. She is to take care that 
ſuch Diet, as is ordered by the Ph is care · 
fully prepared; that the Infirmary be kept en- 
tirely clean, and free from all Nuiſances and of - 
fenſive Smells. 

She is to ſee that the Nurſes in the Infirmary 
diſcharge their Duty, and adminiſter ſuch Diet 
and Medicines as are ordered by the Phyſicians, 
in the moſt regular and exact Manner.

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She is to take care of the Proviſions, Furni- 
ture, and Cloathing of the Children at the Infir- 
mary, and do the Duty of a Houſe-keeper, and 
to have the Government of the Nurſes and Ser- 
vants there; and if any Perſon miſbehaves, to 
give immediate Notice thereof to the Com- 
mittee. 

She is to take particular care, that the Nurſes, 
who attend in the infected Wards, do not come 
amongſt the other Children. 

She wo on give Notice to the Matron, when 
Wet · Nurſes are wanting in the Infirmary, that a 
ſufficient Number may always attend there for 
the Support of the ſick Children. She is alſo to 
give Notice of the Deaths of any Children, and 
to take care that ſuch as die be decently buried 
- for that Pur- 

The Infirmary Nurſes are to give the Chil- 
dren ſuch Diet and Medicines, as they are ordered 
by the Matron, and no other, on Pain of being 
immediately diſcharged. 

If there ſhall be no Sick under their Care, they 
are to aſſiſt in the making or mending of Linen, 
or ſuch other Houſhold Service as the Chief 
Nurſe of the Infirmary, or Matron, ſhall direct. 

Theſe Nurſes have an Allowance of 20 5s. yearly 
each, more than the Wages of the Houſe Nurſes.

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CHAP. III. 


Of the Reception and Management of the 
Children. 


1. Of the Reception. 


HE Place of Reception is fitted up for 
that Purpoſe, at ſome Diſtance from the 
main Body of the Hoſpital, but within the Walls 

Every Perſon bringing a Child, is to come 

into the Lodge or the Place of Reception, but no 
Perſon who does not bring a Child is to be ad- 
mitted on any Pretence. 
The Porter, Watchmen, or Receiver, per- 
mitting any Perſon to come in contrary hereto, 
ſhall be diſmiſſed, and rendered incapable of ever 
ſerving the Hoſpital. 

N. B. No Servant, or other Perſon, is to make 
any iry of the Perſons who bring Children, tend- 
ing to diſcover them, or the Children, or to give any 
Moleftation whatſoever, under pain of being diſmiſſed 
from the Service of the Hoſpital. 

A Perſon appointed to receive the Children, rs 
to attend conſtantly for that Purpoſe. 

The Door between the Lodge and the Room 
of Reception, ſhall be kept conſtantly ſhut : when 
any Perſon comes into the Lodge with a Child, 
the Receiver who attends, is immediately to lock 
the Door, detain the Perſon, and then ring a 
Bell, to give notice to one of the Nurſes to take 
the Child, to whom he is v6 dtbver i; gage. te 
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Hatch ; which Hatch is conſtantly to be kept 
locked, to prevent any Perſon going into the Re- 
ceiving-Room, or Nurſery, adjoining. 

The chief Receiving Nurſe is to inſpect the 
Child; and in caſe it be apparently above the 
Age appointed by the General Court, it ſhall be 
immediately returned to the Perſon who brought 
it: and the Servants are required to take eſpecial 
Care, that ſuch Child be ſafely conveyed out of 
the Limits of the Hoſpital by the Perſon bringi 
the ſame. — 

If a Child, on Inſpection, is found of the pro- 
per Age to be received, it is immediately to be 
numbered and regiſtered ; and then to be exa- 
mined, if it has any Appearance of any infec- 

If it is free from any ſuch Appearance, it is 
to be delivered to a Wet-Nurſe, if it will ſuck ; 
otherwiſe to a Dry-Nurſe, who is to keep it in 
the Nurſing Ward till it can be delivered to a 
Country Nurſe. 

N. B. The Children are to be kept in the Cloaths 
is which they are brought, till they are numbered 
and regiſtered, and their Billets made up, as herein 


after directed.

If the Child has 
it ſhall be placed in a Cradle in the Receiving 
Room, under the Care of a Dry-Nurſe, until it 
has been examined by a Phyſician, Surgeon, or 
Apothecary ; according to whoſe Directions, it 
ſhall be ſent either to the Infirmary, or into the 
Nurſing Ward. 

The Country Nurſes, Wet and Dry, ſhall be 
ſeat to the Hoſpital by the Inſpectors. 


2. Of 
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2. Of the numbering the Children and making up 
the Billets. 


Before the Children are ſent into the Country, 
they are to be numbered, and regiſtered; and their 
Billets are to be made up in the following Manner. 

The Receiving Clerk, immediately after the Re- 

ception of each Child, is to affix the Number ; 
which is to be done by tying a Piece of ſilk Lace 
round its Neck, and drawing the Ends thereof 
thro* a Hole made in a Piece of Pewter, which 
he is to preſs by an Engine, contrived fo as to 
imprint 7 Number of the Child on one Side, 
and the Mark of the Hoſpital on the other. 
The Numbers of the Children are to follow 
in Succeſſion ; t Care is taken that the Num. 
ber remains fixed to the Child, during 1 its Conti- 
nuance at Nurſe. 

As ſoon as the Child is numbered, the Re- 
ceiving Clerk makes upa Biller, which is to con- 
tain the Number, Sex, and real or ſuppoſed Ape of 
the Child; the Year and Day when received; 
and the particular Writing or Token brought 
with the Child. If there is no Mark or Token 
brought with the Child, the particular Deſcrip- 
tion of the Child's Dreſs and Perſon, or particu- 
lar Marks on the Body, by which it may be 
known, in Caſe Enquiry ſhould be made, to re- 
claim the Child. 

Any remarkable Token, or Writing, broughe 
with the Child, is to be marked with the Num- 
ber of the Child, and incloſed in its Billet. 

The Billet is to be marked on the Outſide 


with the Number of the Child, the Day of the 


Moath 
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Month, and Year, when it was recieved, and 
alſo with the Letter M or F, to diſtinguiſh the 
Sex. 

All the Billets of the Children received in one 
Day are to be tied together in one Parcel, to 
which is to be affixed a Label, ſhewing the Day 
and Year; and from what Number, to what 
Number incluſive, is contained therein. 

Theſe Billets, being the only Means which can 
enable the Governors to know the Children in caſe 
they ſhould be enquired for, are kept with great 
Secrecy and Care, and are never opened but by Or- 
cer of the General Committee. 


$ 3. Of the Baptiſm of Children. 


Such Children as have not been already bap- 
tiſed, are baptiſed as ſoon as may be, by the 
Reader or Chaplain, and an Entry thereof, and 
of the Day and Year, Name and Surname of each 
Child, and ſigned by the Miniſter who baptiſes 
the ſame, is made in the Regiſter of Baptiſm. 

The Names of the Children are to be entered 
in the General Repiſter, in the Column 


after their reſpeftive Numbers; and after their 


Names, a Memorandum, if they are ſent to 
Nurſe, of the Time of delivering them to their 
Nurſes, whoſe Wages then commence, 

The Numbers, and Names of the Children, are 
alſo written in a Memerandum boot; and, after 
the Names of thoſe who are to be ſent into the 


Country, is written, the Name of the Places to 
which they are {ent.

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'$ 4. Of the Delivery of the Children to the 
Inſpefors. 


In the Evening after the Baptiſm of the Chil- 
dren, Entries are made in the Inſpefors Book, 
under the Title of each Inſpector, of the Time 
of the Delivery of the Children ſent to them, 
and of the Names and Numbers of ſuch Children. 

The Recerving Clerk is to cauſe every Country- 
Nurſe to ſign two printed Receipts, according to the 
Form uſed by the Hoſpital, which Receipts con- 
tain the Name and Number of the Child; the Price 
at which ſhe to nurſe it; under whoſe In. 
ſpection; the Cloathing delivered with it; a 
Contract to return the ſame Cloathing, or the 
Value thereof, (according to the Rates therein 
mentioned) to be deducted from her Wages. 
One of the Receipts, ſo , remains in the 
Hoſpital, and the Duplicate is ſent ſealed wp to 
Se Inſpeftor. | 


$ 5. Of the Inſpefiors. 


The InſpeFors are to be Perſons recommended 
by Governors, who are acquainted with them, and 
their Character and Circumſtances. The Go- 
vernors ate to inform the General Committee, 
in Mrilixg, that in their Opinion ſuch Perſons may 
be truſted with the Care of the Children, and 
allo the Money advanced for their Maintenance, 
that they will account with the Corporation, in 
the Manner appointed; correſpond from time 
to time when neceſſary, and that they will dif 

charge 
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charge this Truſt from Motives of Charity, 
without any Gain or Advantage to themſelves. 

The InſpeFors find proper Nurſes, when want- 
ed, make Agreements with them, and fend 
them to the Hoſpital at the Times appointed. 

+ They view the Children as foon as they are 
brought from the Hoſpital, and viſit them fre- 
quently, ſo long as they remain under their 
Inſpection. 

They receive the Duplicates of the Nurſes 
Receipts, take care they perform their Agree- 
ments, and account for the Childrens Cloathing. 
They pay them their Wages Monthly, and make 


them ſign the Receipts on the Back of the pri 
Receipt, for which proper Blanks are In 
Caſe of any extraordinary Expences, or the 


Death of the Child, they enter the ſame on the 
Back of the printed Receipt, together with a 
Certificate of the Time and Place of the Burial 
of the Child. 

return their Receipts annually to the 
Hoſpital ; and at the Beginning of the next Year 
cauſe the Nurfes to ſign new Receipts for the 
new Cloathing delivered to them, and ſend Du. 


plicates thereof to the Hoſpital. —For this Pur- 


poſe they are to have Blank Receipts ſent them 
by the Steward, to be filled up by them. 

They have a Quarter Wages for each Nurſe 
advanced to them on Account; and in Caſe 
they want any further Sum, they are to give 
the Steward timely Notice thereof, that he may 
receive Directions from the General Commitiet 
thereupon. 
They make 


up their Accounts annually to 


Chriftmas-Day, and return the ſame to the * 
P! 
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pital within a Month after that Day. In theſe 
Accounts, they give the Haſpital Credit for all 
Sums paid o them by the Hoſpital, and make 
the Hotpital Debtor tor all Sums paid by them, 
en Account of the Hoſpital, according to a 
printed Form fent to them. 

They ſce that the Nurſes keep the Children 
clean, and in good Order; take Care of the ſick 
Children, and give Orders for the Burial of the 


Dead, and that the Burial is properly regiſtered. 


They have Power to remove the Children from 
any Nurſes who are careleſs of them, and to put 
them to other Nurſes, giving immediate Notice 
of ſuch Change, to the Steward of the Hoſpital. 

They alſo give immediate Notice to the Steward 
of the Hoſpital, of any remarkable Sickneſs, 
or Accident, happening to any Child ; or of their 
Death, and Place of Burial 

They are particularly cautious of allowing the 
Nurſes any Expences, beſides their Wages, unleſs 
by Order of the General Committee; and are not to 
ſuffer any Alteration in the Faſhion of the Cloath- 
ing allowed by the Hoſpital. 

They take Care that the old Cloathing be re- 
turned to the Hoſpital, as ſoon as new Cloathing 
is ſent them. 

They are particularly to obſerve, that the 
Numbers faſtened to the Children be not ta- 
ken off; and if, by any Accident, they ſhould 
be broken off, they are to ſeal them on with their 
own Seals, that this may be an Evidence, that 
the Children are not changed ; and they are de- 
fired to take Care, that no Child be permitted to 
wear Shoes or Stockings till they are ſeven or 
eight Months old. 


F Every 
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Every Inf is deſired to have an Aſiſtant, 
that in Caſe of Abſence or Death, the Hoſ- 

ital may have Notice thereof, and the Children 
taken Care of. 

They are alſo deſired to give the Steward No- 
tice of the Name and Place of Abode of their 
Aſſiſtant. 

The Names of the Perſons recommending Inſpec- 
tors, are ſet down at the ſame Time as the Name 
of the Inſpeflor ; and no Perſon who keeps a 
Chandler's Shop; or is of ather mean Occupation, 
is permitted to be an Inſpector. 

A Premium of ten Shillings is paid by every 
Inſpector to a Nurſe, who ſhall have received 2nd 
brought up a Child of this Hoſpital for the Space 
of os You : But no ſuch Premium is to be al- 
lowed proportionably for any leſs Time, or for 
any Year after the firſt. If any Nurſe ſhall have 
a Child delivered to her by an Inſpector in the 

» Who has been removed from another 
Nurſe, ſuch ſecond Nurſe, when the Child at- 
tains the Age of twelve Months, ſhall be entitled 
to a Share of the Premium of ten Shillings, in Pro- 
portion to the Time ſhe ſhall have nurſed the 
Child. 

No Nurſe is to have a Child committed to her 
a Certificate from an In- 
or, that ſhe is ſent by ſuch Inſpector, and that 
is a proper Perſon to be truſted with the Care 
of ſuch Child. When two Children have died in 
the Hands of the ſame Nurſe, within twelve 
Months, if the Inſpector thinks proper that ſuch 
Nurſe ſhall be truſted with a third Child, he is

$. 7. Of the Management of the Children when re- 
turned from Nurſe. 


The returned Children are cloathed > a Man- 
ner proper for Labour, and differing from that 
of the Children at Nurſe 3 and their Number is 
fixed to their Cloaths, in fuch Manner as to 
be always viſible, that every Child may be eaſily 
known thereby. 

They are divided into the different Wards of 
the Hoſpital, and kept in the Ward into which 
they are ordered, of which an Entry is made in 

a Bock. 
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a Book. The Nurſes of the [ard have the Care 
of their Cleathing, and fee they keep themſelves 
cleanly. They teach them to read at the Times 

inted for that Purpoſe. They alſo ſee them 
riſe at Five o'Clock in Summer, and Seven in the 
Winter, and that they are out of the Ward, in a 
arter of an Hour. In an Hour after the Time 
of Riſing, the Nurſes of the Ward, with the Af. 
ſiſtance of the Gi7/s of the Hoſpital, ſee the Beds 
made, the Rooms cleaned, and every Thing in 
Order. 

At half an Hour after Five in Summer, and 
Half an Hour after Seven in Winter, the Boys 
are called over, in the School-room, by the Maſ- 
ter, and from thence go to Work, either in the 
Garden, or other Place appointed for that Pur- 
— in the open Air, unleſs in extreme bad 

Veather. 

Their Work conſiſts in ſuch bodily Labour as 
is ſuitable to their Age and Strength, and may 
beſt fit them for the Sea Service, alſo for Agri- 
culture, ſuch as Digging, Houghing, Plowing, 
Hedging, cleaving Wood, carrying Burdens, 
and ſuch like Employments, for which Purpoſe 
proper Tools are provided. 

Manufactures in general ſeem improper for the 
Employment of the Boys, being likely to incline 
them to a Way of Life not intended for them ; 
when any are made, it is only ſuch as are 
ſimple and laborious, as ſpinning and twiſting 
Thread and ſmall Ropes, or the like. 

At Eight in Summer, and Nine in Winter, 
they breakfaſt in the Preſence of the Nurſes of 
the Wards; and have an Hour allowed them for 


The 
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The reſt of the Morning, till Twelve, is ſpent 
jn thcir Labour, or at their Book. 

From Twelve to Two is allowed for Dinner, 
Play, and Reſt. At Two, they return to their 
Work, till Six in the Summer, and till it is dark 
in the Winter. 

The Maſter calls them to read in Claſſes, at 
ſuch Times as ſhall be convenient, fo that each 
may be inſtructed once, at leaſt, every Day. 
And Part of the Time till Supper is employed 
in learning to read; the reſt, they play in the 
open Air, or School-rooms. 

Eight o' Clock in the Summer, and Seven o'Clock 
in the Winter, are the Hours of Supper, and 
at Nine they go to Bed. 

On Sundays, and other Days appointed for 
public Worſhip, they are inſtructed in the Princi- 
ples of Religion and Morality ; attend at Chapel, 
and are there taught the Catechiſm uſed by the 
Church of Enzland: at other Hours they read 
ſuch Parts of the Holy Scripture as are moſt 
ſuitable to their Underſtanding. 

On Saturdays in the Afternoon, and in the 
Afternoons of ſome public Holidays, they are 
allowed to divert themſelves with ſuch Exerciſes, 
as will increaſe their Strength, Activity and Har- 
dineis; but are never to play at Games of Chance, 
which they are taught to conſider as immoral 
and baſe; and a Puniſhment is affixed to this 
Offence. 

The Girls are kept in Wards, entirely ſepa. 
rate from the Boys ; they are dreſſed plain and 
neat, with Numbers vilible in ſome Patt of their 
Cloathing; riſe at the ſame Hours with the 
Boys, clean the Houſe, make the Beds, and do 

Houſhold 
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Houſhold Buſineſs till Breakfaſt ; after that they 
arc employed in making Linen or Cloaths, or in 
ſuch other Labour, or uſeful ManufaQtory, as is 
ſuitable to their Age and Strength. 

They are always kept apart from the Boys, and 
attended by the Miſtreſſes of the ſeveral reſpec- 
tive Wards. 


8. The Diet of the Children of the Hoſpital. 


This is plain and of the Sort, and con- 
fiſts in Meat ſome Days. others, in Roots or 
Herbs, riſed by the Children's Labour; their 
Drink is Water, their Bread „but coarte. 

Strong Drink, Tea, Coffee, and Tobacco, are 
never permitted to be uled by any Child in the 
Hoſpital, nor is any Butter allowed them. 


$. 9. The Meubeds of placing them out to froper 
Employments. 


The Children are put out Apprentice as ſoon 
as poſſible. This is done by Indenture between 
the Hoſpital and the after or Miſtre/s who takes 
the Child, which Indenture contains proper Co- 
venants to fecure the Child's Maintenance and 
Uſage, during the Time of the Servitude, 
ipecifying the Place where, or Ship's Name on 
board which, the Child is to ſerve. Theſe A- 
greements are made either by the Gencral or Sub- 
Committee, but the laſt muſt be approved of by 
the General Committee, and ſealed with the Seal 
ot the Hoſpital, and the Counterpart is ſigned by 
the Maſter. A Bible, and printed luſtrul tions, are 
allo given to every Child when apprenticed 8 

þ The 
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The Governors and Inſpectors will find in 
what Inland Places Boys are wanted for Huſban- 
dry, and inform the Committee thereof. The 
Girls are placed out as Houſhold Servants, or 
put out for a Term of Years, to be employed in 
the Linen or other Manufactory, as early as poſ- 
ſible, due Enquiry after the Character of the 
Perſons who take them being firſt made. 

As it will be impoſſible tor the Hoſpital in 
Town to contain fo great a Number of Children, 
as are taken in, and as the Keeping of Chil- 
dren near Town is much more expenſive, than 
at a Diſtance, it will be abſolutely neceſſary to 
ſend out Colonies of them. The Boys to be em- 
ployed, and educated, in the Manner before- 
mentioned, will be bred under proper Maſters ; 
near Yarmouth, Lynn, Liverpool, Hull, &c. And 
the Girls near Mancheſter, Nottingham, Brain- 
tree, Devizes, &c. The good Effects of the 
Charity will thus be more vilible ; the Mo- 
ney collected for their Support more diffuſed ; 
and the Maſters and Miſtreſſes more readily ſup- 


plied, than they could be, it the Children were 
all brought up in London. 


F. 10. Of the Diſcharge of the Children from the 
Hoſpital. 


The Children are diſc when they have 
attained” the Age appointed by Act of Par- 
liament, or when they are claimed by their Pa- 
rents, or when the Gizls are married. 

When any Perſon claims a Child, they are 
to leave a Petition with the Secretary, directed 
to the Governors; the Secretary delivers it to the

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General Committee, who enquire what Right tlie 
Petitioner has to the Child; in what Circum- 
ſtances ; whether able and willing to provide tor 
the Child, and to give Security tor that Purpole, 
with two Perions, in the Sum of 40. each, and it 
they will make Satisfaction to the Hoſpital, tor 
the Expence it has been put to, by the Mainte - 
nance of the Child, which Ex pence is to be pail 
whether the Child be alive or drad. 

If the Propofal made by the Parent is ſatis- 
factory, the Committee orders the Billets to be 


opened, and the Regilter ſearched, and, it they 


find the Child is living, make an Order to de- 
liver the Child to it's Parent or Relation, the 
Expence which the Hoſpital has been at, being 
firit paid. 

Every Perſon, to whom a Child is fo de- 
livered, is to provide Cloathing for their Child, 
the Cloathing of th: Hoſpital remaining with 
the Steward. 

When any Perſons are kepr, till che Age ap- 
pointed for their Diſcharge, (i. e. Twenty-four 
for Males, or Twenty-one for Females, or when 
any of the Girls ſhall be married, with the Con- 
ſent of the Committee) the General Committee 
may give, at their Diſcretion, Cloaths, Money, 
or Neceſſaries, not excerding the Value of Ten 
Pounds. But as it is to be hoped, that the Males 
and Females will be able, long before thoſe

1. The Heuſcs. 


S the Hoſpital at London cannot contain 

the Number of Children under the Care 
of this Corporation, it is proper that Houſes for 
the Maintenance and Education of Children, 
ſhould be eſtabliſhed in different Parts of the 
Kingdom. 

Theſe Houſes ſhould be ſituated in healthy 
Countries, where Proviſion and Fuel are cheap, 
and in Places commodious for Carriage to and 
from London, where the Children may find pro- 
per Employments during their Continuance under 
the Care of the Charity, and be conveniently 
placed out to the Sea Service, Huſbandry, Ma- 
nuſactures, or other Employments which may 
be uſeful to the Public. 

They ſhould alſo be in ſuch a Neighbourhood, 
that a ſufficient Number of Gentlemen may be 
found to take Care of the good Occonomy of 
the Houſes, and the 


poſal of the Children. 


Each of theſe Houſes ſhould be able to contain 
at leaſt One Hundred Children. They
